“  Here,  upon  a  semicircular  ledge  of  rocks,  over  a  narrow  chasm,  down  which  the

“  The  Choirs  which  were  sent  by  the  different  Cities  of  Greece,  in  honour  of 
the  annual  festival  of  Apollo  (called  the  Theoria),  were,  in  the  time  of  Nicias, 
and  under  his  guidance,  arranged  in  the  most  splendid  manner.
